Stnmge as^t may seem, a period of 


chilling Is a' general requirement of 
northern 
plants. 
Rlpo 
bluHierrles 


were gathered In February, March and 
April In the greenhouses of Iho United 
States Department of Agriculture as a 
result of experiments In the stimula- 
tion of plant growth by a period of 
chilling. These plants were of Iho 
large hybrids, developed from 
wild 


blueberries through 10 years of selec- 
tion nnd breeding. The largest berries 
renchijd a diameter-over three-quarters 
of an Inch. 
At various times from 


midsummer to autumn the plants were, 
placed 
In glass- frames 
artificially 


chilled. 
Afier two or three months' 


chilling, they were brought -Into a, 
greenhouse and began growing nnd 
flowering at once, while similar plants 
that had not been through the chilling 
period continued dormant In the green- 
bouse. II hns only recently been dis- 
covered that n period of chilling pro- 
duces such benellclal results.—V V. 
Times.

given time than has, the temperate sun. 
If Ibis Is In n utlllzjiblc form It re- 
mains for. the Ingenuity of man to 
overcome the dilllcultlos of profltably 
applying It. With the Increasing needs, 
of the nation It Is reasonable to ex- 
pect that sooner or Inter It "will be 
necessary to utilize more fully tiia 
plant 
resources 
of 
the 
tropics."
